Tuesday's Atomic Blast 
To Test Human Survival 
Doomsday Drive, Mock Town, 
Built Near Center of Bomb

SURVIVAL CITY, Nev. Oft—Final touches were put on this tiny 


town today as more than 5,200 persons prepared for history's most com- 
plex atomic test. 


Workmen completed furnishing 


the 
four 
homes on 
Doomsday 


Drive, the avenue only 4.700 feet 
away—6 to 10 blocks in most towns 
—from 
Tuesday's atomic blast 


tower. 


One of the biggest detonation? 


unleashed at Yucca Flat—a device 
with the wallop of 40.000 tons of 
TNT--will be used for a variety of 
eye-opening experiments. 


Most important, this test will 


show what blast, radiation and 


fiery heat, can do to the kind of 
home you live in. The homes on 
Doomsday Drive will be hit by 
all three; some farther from the 
blast by only one or two. 
Some 


should escape entirely. 


The spacing is planned, for In 


any real atomic attack it repre- 
sents part of your chance for sur- 
vival. 
Secondly, it's designed to 


learn how best to protect homes 
and UVM. 


Dr. Alvin C. Graves, Atomic En- 


ergy Commission weaponeer, and 
Harold I. Goodwin, civil defense 
test chief, predicted: 


Homes at 4,700 feet will be sub- 


jected to severe damage and a 
good deal of x-ray radiation. Heat 
could start fires in flammable 
materials, such as drapes, wooden 
doors, window sashes. 


Radio towers. 120 and 150 feet 


tali, just behind the homes, may 
sway wildly and snap off._ 


Homes in the second row at two 


miles might have moderate blast 
damage. Radiation will have fallen 
off sharply and the heat wave may 
have scant 
effect.

On Sincerity 


Sparkman Asks UN 
To Take Action on 
Formosa Cease-Fire 


WASHINGTON 
UP)—Sen. 


Sparkman (D-Ala) proposed 
today that the United States 
test the sincerity of Red 
China peace talk by seeking 
to renew United Nations ef- 
forts to gain a cease-fire in 
the Formosa area. 


Sparkman and some other mem- 


bers of Congress lined up behind 
the State Department's suggestion 
that the Chinese Communists dem- 
onstrate their good intentions to 
negotiate. 


Red Chinese Premier Chou En- 


lai said at the Asian-African con- 
ference in Bandung, 
Indonesia, 


that Peiping wanted no war and 
was willing to talk with the United 
States about relaxing Far East ten- 
sions, particularly around 
For- 


mosa. 


Claims "Right" 


In a follow-up talk at Sunday's 


closing session, Chou said Peiping 
will not give up the "sovereign 
right" to liberate Formosa. 
But 


he said "China and the United 
States should sit down and ease 
tension in the Taiwan (Formosa) 
area.". 


Sparkman, a member of the For- 


eign Relations Committee, said he 
supports the State Department's 
position that "of course the United 
States would insist on free (Na- 
tionalist) China's participation as 
an equal in any discussion con- 
cerning the area." 


That position as set forth Satur- 


day by the department said Red 
China could show in three ways 
evidence that it would enter such 
talks with good intentions: (1) 
agree to an immediate cease-fire 
in the Formosa Strait, (2) release 
imprisoned American airmen and 
civilians or (3) accept the U.N. 
Security Council's invitation to dis 
cuss the end of hostilities in the 
Formosa area. 


Chairman George CD-Gal of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee said this country should accept 
Chou's offer of peace talks. 


"I unhesitatingly say that this 


nation should be big enough and 
great enough through its high of- 
ficials to sit down and talk," he 
told the American Society of News- 
paper Editors Saturday night. 


Chairman Richards 
(D-SC) of 


the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee voiced approval of talks if 
it appears that the Communists 
are willing to make "bona fide 
proposals." 


Sen. 
Humphrey (D-Minn), Sun 


day. urged that the talks be held 
through the United Nations. "Ev- 
ery .time we bypass the U.N., we 
weaken it and every time we by- 
pass the U.N. we come -out much 
less than good." he said. 


Sen. Knowland of California, the 


GOP leader, said he is slicking to 
his contention that any conference 
with the Chinese Reds is unlikely 
to produce any tangible results 
other than a "Munich" settlement 
of appeasement.

BANDUNG, Indonesia (J)—Red China's Chou En-lai has convinced 


leaders of more than half the world's people that he is a great guy. 


He did it not so much by what 


he did or said at the Asian-African 
conference, as by what he re- 
frained from, doing and saying. 


This sober-faced, keen-minded 


Chinese leader was without doubt

TAIPEI, Formosa (-£>)- 


Top-level sessions on the For- 
mosa situation will be re- 
sumed tonight. There still has 
been no hint as to the specific 
nature of the emergency mis- 
sion of two high U. S. offi- 
cials. 


Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chair 


man of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and Asst. Secretary of State 
Walter Robertson conferred, with 
President C h i a n g Kai-shek six 
hours Sunday, shortly after their 
arrival. 


A Chinese source said they dis. 


cussed the "broad, over-all situa 
:tibn" ~in the Formosa area, no 
merely the question of the Matsus 
and Quemoy, Communist-menaced 
offshore islands. 


Radford and Robertson came to 


Formosa hurriedly to confer on 
the U.S.-China mutual defense pac' 
under what the State and Defense 
departments described as 
"the 


tense situation which continues in 
the area." However, Secretary o: 
State Dulles said Wednesday "no 
crisis is involved." 


Radford and Robertson will dine 


with Chiang again tonight and it 
was said the situation would be 
discussed further after dinner. 


On this conversation may depenc 


whether Radford and Robertson 
depart for home Tuesday or stay 
over for more conferences with 
Chiang. 


No. 1 attraction at the meeting of 
29 Asian-African nations. 


When the conference ended, it 


was Chou who gathered up most 
of the prizes. 


Many 'Impressed" 


Even such staunch anti-Commu- 


nists as Ceylon's Sir John Kotela- 
wala, the Philippines' Carios Rom- 
ulo and Thailand's Prince Wan 
were impressed by Chou's "peace 
preformar.ee." 


He accomplished his apparent 


purpose of convincing most Asian- 
African leaders that Chinese Com- 
munism is not an aggressive force 
outside of its own country. He also 
strengthened and expanded the be- 
lief prevalent in especially neu- 
tralist areas of Asia that the 
United States and not Communist 
China is responsible for tension 
and fears in this part of the world. 


Many delegations came here ex- 


pecting the Chinese premier to re- 
peat the table-thumping perform- 
ance he gave at the Geneva con- 
ference on Indochina. 


Another Person 


Instead they 
found 
a Chinese 


spokesman who seemed almost 
like another person. 
He neither 


blustered nor threatened. Peace 
was his byword and if critics of his 
ideas did not agree with them, he 
was willing to compromise. 


Western supporters won minor 


victories in 
the 
Pandung skir- 


mishes. They eliminated the word 
"coexistence" which has a pro- 
Communist connotation in many 
places. 
They managed to work 


into a resolution on disarmamen 
a demand for control of conven 
tional as well as atomic and nu 
clear weapons. 


But if they won some battles 


it was Chou who won the war here. 
He returns to Peiping speaking for 
many of his Asian-African admir- 
ers as well as for Red China. 


This does not mean that non- 


Communist leaders at Bandung 
swallowed the Communist line. But 
the next time a question involving; 
Red China comes up in a confer- 
ence, the Chinese Communist gov- 
ernment probably will get the ben- 
efit of doubts because of his per- 
formance here. 


Chou made a gesture Saturday 


to the United States in his state- 
ment that Red China was ready 
to negotiate over relaxing Formo- 
sa tension. But he later asserted 
in no way has affected what Chi- 
na considered her sovereign rights 
over the island. 


Many .here do believe both his 


statements were part of a. care- 
fully prepared program—designed 
to produce the most good for 
China. 


Some delegates said his offer to 


the United States to negotiate cre- 
ated an enormous impression, even 
thought "there is little promise it 
can produce results."

Associated Press 
Luncheon Also Told 
Of Free Trade Plans 


NEW YORK (JP)—Presi- 


dent Eisenhower today un- 
veiled plans to send a new 
atomic powered merchant 
ship around the globe in a 
dramatic demonstration of 
America's determination to 
win "a just 
and lasting 


peace." 


The new vessel, the President 


said, will travel thousands of milei 
without refueling and "will dem- 
onstrate to people everywhere thia 
peace-time use of atomic energy, 
larnessed for the improvement of 
auman living." 


Sisenhower disclosed his inten- 


tion to ask Congress for funds to 
build the new ship in a speech pre- 
pared for delivery at the annual 
luncheon meeting of The Associat- 
ed Press at the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. About 1,300 of the nation's 
publishers and editors were on 
hand for the start of newspaper 
week in New York. 


Tariff Plea 


The President coupled his sur- 


prise announcement of plans for 
the atomic-powered ship with & 
new plea for congressional enact- 
ment of the administration pro- 
gram to cut tariffs 15 per cent 
over the next three years. 


Eisenhower made no direct men- 


tion of Red China's weekend offer 
to negotiate with the United Stat«i 
to relax tension in the .Formosa 
area. But in an ^bvious reference 
to Communist China and Russia, 
the President said "certain dicta- 
torships have engaged in a delib- 
erately conceived drive which pe- 
riodically creates alarms and fears 
of war." 


Eisenhower also -poke of the 


"unprecedented 
crises of these 


days—packed with danger," and 
linked the idea of freer world 
trade to the battle - against "God- 
less Communism." 


"Either we foster 
flourishing 


trade between the free nations or 
we weaken the free world and our 
own economy," Eisenhower said. 


Up to Seriate 


The administration's bill to ex- 


tend the Reciprocal Trade Act 
three years has passed the House 
but still faces rough going in the 
Senate. 


Rejection of the program. Eisen- 


hower said, "would constitute a 
serious setback to our hopes for 
global peace." He said that on the 
other hand: 


"Two-way trade, I "believe, is a 


broad avenue by which all men 
and nations of good will can travel 
toward a golden era of peace and 
plenty." 


Eisenhower said his administra- 


tion "shall not be bound by a 
slavish adherence to precedent or 
halted by lack of it" in searching 
for enduring peace. It was against 
the background of that concept 
that he made this announcement: 


"We have added to the United 


States program for peaceful uses 
of atomic energy an atomic pow- 
ered merchant ship. The Aatomic 
Energy Commissisn and the Mari- 
time Administration are now de- 
veloping specifications. 
I shall 


shortly submit to the Congress a 
request for the necessary funds to- 
gether with a description of the 
vessel. 


Reveal* ».w Plan 


"The new ship, powered with an 


atomic reactor, will not require re- 
fueling for scores of thousands of 
miles of operation. 
Visiting the 


ports of the world, it will demon- 
strate to people everywhere this 
peace-time use of atomic energy, 
harnessed for the improvement of 
human living. In part, the ship 
will be an atomic exhibit: carrying 
to all people practical knowledge 
of the usefulness of this new sci- 
ence in medicine, agriculture and 
power production. 


"In every possible way. in word 


and deed, we shall strive to bring 
to all men the truth of our asser- 
tion that we seek only a just and 
lasting, peace. 


"There is no precedent for the 


nature of the struggle of our time."' 


The new merchant ship would 


take its place with the world's first' 
atomic powered submarine, this

She 
suggested that we have our ovens 
checked by a utility company to 
see if they are registering the right 
temperature. You could do your 
own checking if you have a mer- 
cury oven thermometer that is ac- 
curate. 


Miss Cottingham said that she 


.believes that giving demonstrations 
does more for developing the pers- 
onalities of girls than any other 
one thing they do in their project 
work. 


To demonstrate girls must have 


a thorough knowledge of their sub- 
ject and learn to think on their 
feet when something goes wrong or 
they have to' answer questions 
from the audience.

brownies, nevertheless I'd like to 
give you her recipe. It may be of 
interest to you because the batter 
is mixed in the pan you will bake 
in thus saving you some dishwash- 
ing. 


Miss Cottingham used an 11 by 7 


by 1^2 inch aluminum pan. 


Brownies 


z cup butter or margerine, 2 


squares chocolate, 1 cup sugar, 2 
eggs, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 1,3 cup 
chopped nuts, % cup flour, }£ tea- 
spoon salt, y2 teaspoon double act- 
ing baking powder. 


Method of mixing: 
1. Melt chocolate and butter in 


your baking pan on top of stove on 
low heat. Remove and place pan 
on wire rack if heat will mar coun- 
ter top. 


2. Add sugar. Mix well. Use a 


table fork as it will be easier to 
blend in than if you used a wooden 
spoon. 


3. Add one egg. Mix well. Add 


second egg. Mix well. 


4. Add vanilla and nuts. 
5. Sift flour and measure. 
6. Sift together dry ingredients. 
7. Add flour mixture: Mix well. 
8. Bake 25 to 30 minutes at 350 


degrees F. 


9. Cut into squares or bars. 
10. Eat. 
You will notice that the pan is 


not greased beforehand yet ths 
brownies do not stick to the pan 
when you remove them. 


It is important that the batter 


is level in the pan when you put it 
in the oven. You should wipe the 
sides of your pan with a paper toi#- 
el to remove any batter that has 
clung to the side during mixing. 


If you like your brownies kind of 


chewy, bake them for the 25 minute 
period. If you prefer cake-like 
brownies, bake them the full 30 
minutes. They're delicious!

the right size pan in all your bak- 
ing. She said that cakes should be 
baked in pans ~of a siz6 so that the 
layers after baking are at least I 
inches high. If the layers are not 
this high your cake will not have as 
fine a texture.

AP fulfilled "a solemn obligation 
to provide news and information 
vital to intelligent decisions on 
public questions of enduring im- 
portance." 


This was accomplished, they 


said, by "skillful, forthright, ob- 
jective and fearless reporting" 
that enabled the public to keep 
abreast of developments "in to- 
day's changing and e v e n t f u l 
world." 


The board's report was read at 


the AP annual membership meet 
ing in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel 
prior to a luncheon address by 
President Eisenhower. More than 
1,300 
of the nation's editors and 


publishers were to hear the Presi- 
dent. 


Members of The AP, a world- 


wide news cooperative, voted for 
six directors and considered the 
applications of 23 associate mem 
bera for regular membership. Re 
suits of the balloting for directors 
will not be known until late to- 
night. 


Convening of the AP members 


signaled the opening of Newspaper 
Week in New York. The American 
Newspaper Publishers Assn. will 
hold its annual convention the next 
three days. 


In their report, the AP directors 


said: 


"The Associated Press has a 


solemn obligation to provide news 
and information vital to intelligent 
decisions on public questions of en- 
during Importance. That responsi- 
bility could not be discharged by 
superficial reporting, skirting con- 
trcrversial areas or dull, routine 
presentation. It would be a busi- 
ness as well as a professional fol- 
ly to attempt it." 


The report said, "On the big 


stories, the staff performed mag- 
nificently," and added:

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The Reason Behind the Raise 


in Stock Margins 


Stock buying on the cuff has continued to rise. So Wall 


street wasn't surprised when the Federal Reserve Board gave 
another warning against speculation. It raised margins, ef- 
fective today, to 70 per cent, thus making traders put up 
more cash when they buy stocks. 
But there is considerable debate over how much effect- 


beyond the temporary and psychological one—that the rais- 
in°" or lowering of margins has upon the trend of stock prices 
or°even upon the volume of speculative trading. 


In January of 1946, when stocks were rising, the board 


put trading on an all-cash basis by raising margins to 100 
per cent. But. stock prices continued to rise for several 
months.

On the other hand, this January when the board was 


gettin^ nervous about the signs of speculation in stocks, it 
raised the margin to 60 per cent from 50 per cent. There was 
a break in stock prices. But shortly the bull market re- 
sumed. 


The new margin rule means that a broker's customer has 


to put up S70 in cash to buy a $100 share. The broker can 
carry him for the remaining $30. And frequently the broker 
borrows from a bank to carry such stock.

The amount of money New York banks have lent brokers 


and dealers, presumably to carry customers' margin trading, 
is now 761 million dollars higher than at this time last year. 
The total is now more than 1^4 billion dollars, the highest 
since the federal reserve began collecting this data in 1944. 


Concern over this evidence of speculation probably 


caused the board to raise margins again, brokers say. In a 
market as nervous as this one has been recently, the psycho- 
logical effect might be strong, they say. But some question 
its long-term effect. 
They note that margin changes fre- 


quently haven't halted advancing prices or stopped falling 
ones.

The Doctor Says 


It's Not Too Early to Start 
Hay Fever Injections 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


There is probably no other hu- 


man ailment which shows as close 
a relation to seasons as the mis- 
erable affliction known as hay 
fever. The reason is well known: 
the most common variety is di- 
rectly related to the pollination of 
certain plants and the sensitivity 
of the victim to these pollens. 


Although people may be sensi- 


tive to different pollens, far and 
away the most important in the 
Northern Hemisphere are those of 
the ragweed family which are ex- 
tremely widespread and which pol- 
linate for a month roughly follow- 
ing Aug. 15 (depending on the lo- 
cation). 


FOR THOSE WHO are sensi- 


tive to ragweed pollen, it is not 
too soon to consider injections for 
the coming season. 


Some, of course, have been tak- 


ing the injections all the year 
round and are receiving the so- 
called perennial treatment. If this 
is the case, it should, of course, 
be continued up to and through 
the "season." 


Some victims of ragweed hay 


fever seem to do well if they take 
the injections for several months 
prior to the beginning of the fall 
ragweed-hay fever season. The de- 


cision as to which method to fol- 
low shoul rest with the doctor 
giving the treatment. In any event, 
either method is much better than 
waiting until the last minute to 
start injections. 


SUFFERERS FROM hay fever 


do not all get the same amount of 
relief from this a treatment. How- 
ever, the results obtained today 
are better than they were several 
years ago. 


Some people who receive the 


treatments get almost complete 
relief. A large number are greatly 
improved; that is, instead of be- 
ing completely miserable for three 
or four weeks, they may be really 
uncomfortable for only a few days. 


SOME PEOPLE SEEM to get 


little, if any, relief from this treat- 
ment. But the number of people 
who are hi this group seems to be 
constantly shrinking. 


With this in mind, people who 


have fall hay fever and plan to 
try the injection treatment should 
start soon. 


The improved pollen extracts 


and increased knowledge of what 
doses to give has greatly improved 
the chances for complete recovery, 
or at least enough improvement 
to make the effort worth while.

HANNOVER, Germany I.?)—Final 


returns today from legislative elec- 
tions here in West Germany's third 
largest state handed Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer's pro-American 
foreign policy a sharp rebuff. 


The anti-rearmament Socialists, 


who have governed the state of 
Lower Saxony since the war. ran 
far ahead of Adenauer's Christian 
Democrats in voting Sunday for 
a new 161-member state parlia- 
ment. 


The Socialists polled 1,182,066 


vtoes (35.2 per cent of the totalj 
to elect 59 - deputies, while the 
Christian Democrats won 43 seats 
with a total vote of 893,917. 


Six other parties won seats: The 


right-wing Germany party (DP) 
20; the Refugee party (SHE) 18; 
Free Democrats (FDP) 12; Nazi- 
like German Reichs party 6; Com- 
munists 2, and Centrist party 1. 


Despite the prestige defeat for 


Adenauer, the lack of a. Socialist 
majority raised the possibility that 
the Chancellor's backers might 
supplant the Socialist regime. 


The previous State Parliament 


had 153 members. They included 
55 Socialists, 44 Christian Demo- 
crats and members of the German 
party, 23 "Refugees. 16 Free Demo- 
crats. 2 Communists and 13 repre- 
sentatives of splinter factions. 


Control of Lower Saxony is vital 


to Adenauer's plans for rearma- 
ment. He needs the state's five 
seats in the upper house of the 
Federal Parliament, the Bundes- 
rat. to give him a two-thirds ma- 
jority there. Without such a mar 
gin. the Socialists in the Bundesra* 
could stall the mass of laws needed 
to set up the 500.000-man army 
planned under the Paris treaties. 


Sing. The Portsmouth league's dl- 
•ectorate included three homosex 
uals, one murderer and one man 
convicted of assault with intent to 
commit rape. Dr. John D. Lane, 
of Bennington, Vt.. the naval med- 
i,al ofiicei. later wrote that Major 
Lauren Willis, commandant of the 
Marine guard, threatened to seize 
the prison and throw Osborne Into 
his own guardhouse. 
Osborne 


threatened to report him to Dan- 
els and may have done so. 


Roosevelt's worst abuse of a 


naval officer was tlie smear put 
upon Admiral Kimmel by means 
of a loaded board known as the 
Roberts commission which investi- 
gated 
"derelictions of duty" by 


Army or Navy personnel at Pearl 
Harbor. 
This limitation of the 


commission's jurisdiction preclud- 
ed any criticism of Roosevelt him- 
self, Frank Knox or any other 
guilty Washington bureaucrat. 


Admiral Williams E. Standley, 


who accepted an appointment to 
this whitewashington board, later 
wrote that but for the restriction of 
jurisdiction the commission prob- 
ably would have reported that 
"high authorities in Washington" 
failed 
to "discharge their 
full 


duty." He is mistaken. He him- 
self might have done so but not 
that commission. 


Later, Roosevelt double-crossed 


Standley. He sent Standley to Mos- 
cow as ambassador and then sent 
in both Jo Davies and Wendell 
Willkie to undermine him with the 
Kremlin. Standley quit and came 
home. 


Admiral Kimmel, though sick 


and beset by many personal trou- 
bles, including the loss of a son 
who went down with an American 
submarine of which he was com- 
mander in the Pacific war, strug- 
gled for years to compel Roosevelt 
and Truman to give him a court- 
martial. He recently turned out a 
book which is an excellent his- 
torical supplement entitled "Ad- 
miral Kimmel's Story" hi which 
he says: 


"When the information available 


in Washington pnor to the attack 
was fully disclosed I was appalled. 
Nothing in my experience of nearly 
42 years in the Navy had prepared 
me for the actions of the highest 
officials in our government which 
denied this vital information to 
the Pearl Harbor commanders." 


Kimmel accepted the command 


after Admiral J. O. Richardson had 
demanded that Roosevelt take the 
fleet back to our continental West 
Coast. Kimmel referred to Rich- 
ardson's relief as his "dismissal." 
Richardson pounded Roosevelt's 
desk and raised his voice. 
This 


"hurt Roosevelt's feelings," and 
3.000 Americans died to vindicate 
Richardson's judgment. 


Senator William Jenner, the In- 


diana Republican, as chairman of 
a subcommittee of the judiciary 
took testimony in 1953 fixing the 
facts 
about the protection by 


Roosevelt and Knox of Communist 
radio men aboard American mer- 
chantmen during the second war. 
Admirals Adolphus Staton. a Medal 
of Honor man, and S. C. Hooper, a 
great radio expert who died re- 
cently, were "retired" and their 
qualification board for commercial 
radio personnel was allowec to dis- 
integrate because they tried to 
keep Communists off American 
ships. 


The only naval officers with- any 


reason to regret Roosevelt's death 
are sycophants who owed him pro- 
motion, pay and decorations. The 
majority of the corps have reason 
to regret more deeply that he ever 
lived.

Dixon Woman's club members and guests were offered a clearer 


insight into the operations of the Illinois Department of Public Welfare 
u they listened Saturday afternoon to Dr. Otto L. Bettag, director of 
the department. The guest speaker, who has brought to his department 
a wide background and an extensive career in medicine, surgery and 
hospital administration, was introduced by Robert E. Wallace, super- 
intendent of the Dixon State school. 
Several members of the state 


school staff as well as Dixon Mayor 
William V. Slothower were special 
S^ests for the meeting in Loveland 
Community House. 


Under the chairmanship of Mrs. 


R. H. Harridge, the program "was 
presented by the Public Health, 
Public Welfare and Civil Defense 
department of the club. 
Other 


members of the committee are 
Mesdames R. E. Belcher. Fred 
Brauer jr. and the Misses Harriet 
Wiltberger and Harriet Scott. 


Dr. Bettag found a most attentive 


audience in his Dixon group as he 
presented the workings of his de- 
partment and its responsibilities. 
He told of the department's dual 
and indivisible responsibility 
to 


the patients and to the people of 
the State whose welfare is also in- 
volved and whose tax funds are in- 
vested. 


Steady Advances 


Having 
become 
well 
known 


throughout the State and nation be- 
cause of the steady and solid ad- 
vances made within the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare during his 
administration, Dr. Bettag told of 
these advances in a number of 
special areas. Dixon State school, 
close to the hearts of everyone in 
this locality, was given as one such 
place. The fact that Dixon State 
school has improved greatly was 
further exemplified in a story that 
appeared in a Saturday Chicago 
paper. This same paper five years 
ago had condemned the workings of 
the school. Further congratulations 
were given Dixon State school by 
Mayor Slothower who commented 
upon the decrease of escapees. 


Continuing his talk, which high- 


lighted evidences of a. healthy and 
hopeful and determined spirit in 
the present administration of the 
department, Dr. Bettag told of the 
active, beneficent and competent 
supervision at all levels of respon- 
sibility and delegated authority. He 
placed increased emphasis on bet- 
ter care and treatment of patients, 
installation of progressive, soundly- 
based, medical and non-medical 
programs and the development of 
adequate and active control sys- 
tems in all spheres of activity. 


That we have the most ambitious 


and realistically thoughtful State 
sponsored mental health research 
program in the nation was pointed 
out by Saturday's speaker. Other 
factors which have aided in the 
advance of the department are the 
creation of highly qualified com- 
mittees for screening of applicants 
for key medical and administrative 
positions, highest percentage of 
civil service employes in the his- 
tory of the Department of Public 
Welfare, periodic factual reports, 
and operation within the budget 
with constantly increasing 
effi- 


ciency. 


Tangible evidences of various im- 


provements listed included -more 
and better food, patients no longer 
sleeping 
on mattresses 
on the 


floors, decrease in admissions and 
increase in discharges in the hospi- 
tals for the mentally ill, increase in 
case load activity in mental health 
centers and out-patient clinics and 
more physicians than at any time 
in the history of the department. 
Also touched upon was the volun- 
teer services program which has 
been incorporated into the regular 
program of the department since 
September, 1953 and the 40 hour 
work week which has been estab- 
lished in 12 of the department's 25 
institutions (Dixon being one of 
them.).

"For, when all people, every- 


where, understand that trade is a 
fertile soil for the growth of a 
shared prosperity, of all kinds of 
cooperative strength, and of un- 
derstanding 
and 
tolerance, 
the 


fruit thereof will be another his- 
toric step on the road to universal 
peace." 


In talking about international 


crises, with those created by Red 
China and Russia obviously in 
mind, the President declared: 


"Every day, in our newspapers, 


we are confronted with what is 
probably the greatest paradox of 
history. 


"Out 
of an instinctive realiza- 


j tion of the horror of nuclear war 
the hunger of virtually every hu- 
man being on this planet is for 
tranquil security, for an opportu- 
nity to live and let live, for free- 
dom, for peace. And yet, defying 
this universal hunger, certain dic- 
tatorships have engaged in a de- 
liberately conceived drive •which 
periodically creates alarms and 
fears of war. 


Recurrent Diet 


"In our uneasy post-war world, 


crises are a recurrent_internation- 
al diet; their climaxes come and 
go. But so they have—in some de- 
gree—since the beginning of or- 
ganized society. By their effect on 
human action, the peril within 
them is either magnified or di- 
minished." 


The President went on to say 


that a crisis "may be fatal when, 
by it, unstable men are stampeded 
into headlong panic." He added: 


"Then—bereft of common sense 


and wise judgment—they hastily 
resort to armed force in the hope 
of crushing a. threatening foe, al- 
though thereby they impoverish 
the world and may forfeit the hope 
for enduring peace. 


"A crisis may likewise be dead- 


ly when inert 
men—unsure of 


themselves and their cause—are 
smothered by it in despair. Then, 
grasping at any straw of appease- 
ment, they sell a thousand' tomor- 
rows for the pottage of a brief es- 
cape from reality." 


"Sharpest Goad" 


A crisis also is "the sharpest 


goad to the creative energies of 
men," the President said, "when 
they recognize it as a challenge 
to their every resource, and move 
to meet it in faith', in thought, in 
courage." He said that under those 
circumstances men "can act for 
today in the light of generations 
[still to come." Then he declared: 
"the American people, 164 mil- 
'ion of us, must recognize that the 
unprecedented crises of these days 
—packed with danger though they 
may be—are in fullest truth chal- 
lenges that can be met and will be 
met to the lasting good of our coun- 
trv and the world."

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Bricker Amendment Goes 
To Congress; Chances Slim 


By J4MES 5IAKLOW 


WASHINGTON W— People with 


a desire to change things or let 
them alone—in this case the United 
States Constitution and the United 
Nations Charter—have plenty of 
chance in 1955 to let off steam. 


In the end, probably neither doc- 


ument will be changed. 


Once more Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) 


urges the Constitution be amend- 
ed to limit a President's treaty- 
making power. Under the Constitu- 
tion as its stands the Senate can 
block any treaty made by a pres- 
ident. 


Nevertheless 
Bricker and his 


followers argue that somehow, 
someday, a treaty which gets by 
the Senate will do grave damage 
by signing away American rights, 
particularly states' rights. 


Many Senate committee hearings 


on Bricker's proposal have been 
held in the past. Last year the 
Senate was tied in knots for weeks 
with a debate on an amendment. 
Bricker has a lot of support. 


He also has a lot of opposition, 


particulary from President Eisen- 
hower. Last year Bricker's rigid 
ideas were melted down into a 


U.S. Crime 
Rate Jumps 


WASfflNQTON UB — The U. S. 


crime rate took another 5 per cent 
ump in 1»54, with major offenses 
estimated at 2,267,250, FBI Direc- 
or J. Edgar Hoover reported to- 
day. 
- 


This translates into one major 


crime committed every 13.9 sec- 
onds. 


Hoover noted that last year was 


he seventh consecutive year in 
which the crime rate rose, and the 
third straight year in which more 
than two million senous offenses 
occurred. 


The statistics, published in the 


FBI's annual Uniform Crime Re- 
ports, showed that while the na- 
tion's population grew by 7 per 
cent since 1950, the crime rate was 
increasing by 26.7 per cent during 
the same penod. 


The 1954 figures were based on 


data supplied to the FBI by 5,787 
law enforcement agencies cover- 
ing 90 per cent of the population. 


These reports indicated that for 


every day in 1954, an estimated 


34 persons were feloniously slain 
and 256 other felonious assaults 
were committed; 49 rapes oc- 
curred; 3,674 larcenies were com- 
mitted; 592 cars were stolen; and 
there were 185 robberies and 1,422 
burglaries. 


The rise in the crime rate last 


year was largely due to increases 
in robbery (6.8 per cent), burglary 
(8.4 per cent) and larceny (5.8 per 
cent. 


Murders dropped off 4.3 per cent 


in both city and rural areas and 
auto thefts declined 4.7 per cent. 
Rapes showed a 0.7 per cent in- 
crease and aggravated assaults 
rose 1 per cent.

tained her innocence, despite a 
confession of Victor L. Wolf, a 
Portland electrician, that he and 
Mrs. Smiui pioiled the slaying.

Air Force 
Steps Up 
Security 


WASHINGTON (2R—A new report 


to Congress showed today a multi- 
fold stepup in the Air Force's per- 
sonnel security program over the 
past two years. 


The report, given to a House Ap- 


propriations subcommittee during 
budget hearings and made public 
today, disclosed: 


1. The Air Force filed security 


risk cases against 260 uniformed 
personnel in 1953 and 195*. In the 
two years before that, in 1951 and 
1952, it handled only 15 such cases 


2. In the past two years, the Air 


Force discharged 37 officers or air- 
men on security grounds. In the 
two preceding years, it made no 
such discharges. 


3 In 1953-54. in addition to the 


outright security discharges, 164 
Air Force men resigned or were 
dischaged 
on o t h e r 
technical 


grounds prior to settlement of their 
security cases. For the 1951-52 pe- 
riod, there were only 15 such cases. 


4 Over the past two years, 59 


military men were cleared after 
security charges had been filed by 
the Air Force. There were no such 
actions in 1951-52. 


5. In the first two months of this 


year, 16 security cases were dis- 
posed of—more than dunng all of 
1951 and 1952. Tn these 1955 cases, 
6 vere discharged. 1 was cleared 
and 9 were separated fro the serv- 
ice prior to completion of their se- 
curity cases.

Since the United States and PwUS- 


sia are so far apart in their -think- 
ing on ho wthe U.N. should be 
used or s h o u l d 
operate, any 


changes both agreed on almost cer- 
tainly would be minor and not 
basic. 


Nevertheless the State Depart- 


ment and the Senate, looking for- 
ward to the possibility of a con- 
ference, have been studying ideas 
and proposals for charter revisions.
